Mon, Carney, Orthmann and Narlow disclose RFID type tag 
devices. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not adequately disclose a RFID tag comprising interrogator, resonance circuit, 
switching circuit, power circuit for smoothing a power signal and for outputting a 
constant voltage, a voltage monitor for monitoring a rate at which the constant voltage 
signal rises, a resonance capacitive switching circuit for turning on/off the switching 
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circuit responsive to a predetermined rise not being obtained, and anti-collision means 
for outputting anti-collision data responsive to interrogator command.
